the landed Man of 1000 J. per Ann. pays 
above 140. per Ann. to the Land- Lax: 


By which ir appears that the moneyed Men, 


by their Conſumption, pay their Share of 


the Intereſt of 75,000,000 J. and the landed 
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Men by the Land-Tax, and by their Con- 


ſumption, pay their Share of the Intereſt 


of above 150,000,000). But ſince the 


landed Men make about 3 l. per Cent. of 


their Money, and the Creditors of the Go- 
vornment, (I mean thoſe who are Proprie- 
tors of the 4 J. per Cent. Stocks) make but 


4 1. per Cent. of their Money; if the Inte- 
reſt of the 4 l. per Cents. was reduced to 3 J. 
per Cent. the landed Men would have too 
much Advantage, whenever the Land- Tax 


ſhall be but 25. in the Pound, which 
they have Reaſon to expect will be ſoon, 


conſidering how many Years 1 5 may have 
ben thus unequally burrhened. 


| Suppoſing therefore that the Land-Tax 


be abated to 25. and that the Intereſt of all 
the 4/. per Cents. be reduced per Cent. and 


that there be a further proportionable Re- 


duction of the Intereſt of all the 47. per 


Cents, whenever the Neceſlities of the Go- 
vernment ſhall require an Encreaſe of the 
Land-Tax; and only during ſuch Encreaſe, 
neither the landed Men, nor the Creditors 


of che Government, could have any Rea- 


ſon

ſon to complain of being taxed unequally; . 
and all future Jealouſy of their having dif- 
ferent Views or Intereſts wich regard to 
War and Peace, would be entirely pre- 


vented. 


This is to be obſerved, that if ever the 
Intereſt of the 41. per Cents. is to be re- 
duced, it ought to be done now, while thoſe 
Stocks are at Par, and before the Proprie- 
tors, themſelves, by raiſing the Premium, re-
